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Separating the Three-Cent 
Small Queens 


By A. K. Grimmer 


Repeatedly I am asked for infor- 
mation as to how the Montreal and 


Ottawa printings of this very inter- 
esting Canadian issue can be separ- 
ated. 

It is very difficult to describe this 
separation in words for there are 
many minor points that have to be 
considered. It is therefore much eas- 
ier to show an enquirer by picking 
over a pile of these stamps and then 
point out the features which separate 
these as Montreal or Ottawa print- 
ings. 

However, there are certain fund- 
amental features which can generally 
be applied. 

The first is that most Montreal 
printings have a position dot in the 
lower left margin corner. Sometimes 
this is found doubled in which case 
it becomes a sought after variety. 
There are Montreal printings on 
which this position dot does not ap- 
pear as it does not occur in stamps 
taken from the left hand row of the 
sheet. 

The second point that is used in the 
general separation of the stamps is 
that the hatching behind the profile 
head is much more distinct on Mont- 
real printings than on Ottawa print- 
ings where the ink often runs and 
gives a blurred background. 

When this point is being considered 
one must remember that there are 
“slip printings” on the Montreal cop- 
les as well as on the Ottawa and in 
this ease the hatching is also blurred. 

The third main point to note in 
making a division of copies is that 
the paper used on the Montreal prints 
is, as a rule, much heavier and much 
better quality than that used for the 
Ottawa prints. The result is that on 
most Ottawa prints the dye shows 
through on the back, especially copies 
printed with analine dy^. 

By using the above tnree suggest- 
ions one can do a fair job of separ- 
ation but it is admitted that there are 
copies which only experience and 
demonstration can specify the classif- 
ication that they belong to. 
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It may be well to mention that 
there is a very definite Ottawa mark- 
ing which occurs on both left and 
right hand margin. This is a position 
dot half way below the top of the de- 
sign and the bottom of the design. 
Sometimes this touches the oval of 
the design and is then indistinct; in 
other cases it is entirely clear of the 
design and in both cases a magnify- 
ing glass is required unless one has 
exceptionally good eyesight. These 
position dotted stamps are not com- 
mon and are found most frequently 
on 1893, 1894 issues and are rated by 
cclleetors as varieties and are pres- 
ently quoted at 50c each. I have also 
seen them on the rose carmine print- 
ing of 1888, in which case they are 
quite valuable as this is a scarce 
variety. 


CALGARY AND EDMONTON COL- 
LECTORS MEET

Everyone present 
agreed that the experiment was a 
huge suecess and it was certainly a 
worthwhile experience to meet speci- 
alists and general collectors from an- 
other town.

RD for advance publicity,

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

Six of the Coronation countries 
went off sale quickly, so that those 
who completed their sets early should 
be gratified. The early absentees 
were Australia, New Zealand, So. 
Rhodesia, So. West Africa, Perlis and 
Dominica, the two last named are to 
be reprinted which considering all 
things is too bad. The latest from 
London is that Gibbons have priced 
So. Rhodesia and S. W. Africa at 4/6 
and 4/2 respectively, actually how 
scarce the supply is we do not know, 
but used sets of both may be tough 
to get very soon. As you may read 
the Un. So. Africa issue came in two 
shades and it is the lighter ultra- 
marine which appears to be the tough 
one. 


The new Queen issues are coming 
through very quickly and may be a 
problem for some collectors to handle 
all at one time. All the following 


countries will be delivered shortly, 
Antigua, Bermuda, Gibraltar with 


Mauritius which include some chang- 
es in both color and design. In the 
case of Montserrat only three low de- 
nominations are coming. 

Once again Ottawa has cleaned out 
more issues, and some may regret to 
hear that no O.H.M.S. overprints are 
obtainable. 

In the first October issue of *S C" 
of London, a regular writer “F B” 
upon Canadian issues gives some in- 
teresting notes on our Off Alignment 
coil stamps, a subject which few of 
us ever see in print. While on the 
subject of coils it may be as well to 
mention that current Queen's are ob- 
tainable for the 2c, 3c, and Ae deno- 
minations only, with coming changes. 
I think these coils should be got 
quickly. 

The London press tells us that the 
Crown Colony Royal Visit issues will 
only be on sale for one week. My 
tip is for you all to be on your toes. 
The current Jamaica 20/- is to be re- 
placed by a new Queen stamp of the 
same denomination and is on order 
with the Crown Agents. Reported 
also is the fact that the Gt Britain 
Coronation used 1/3 and 1/6 are 
scarce and that in no time at all they 
may be selling at over face. 

The new edition of the Common- 
wealth Catalog will be published be- 


fcre this appears in print, slightly 
higher in price this year but well 
worth the small extra cost. It is a 
work unbeatable for information of 
detail, quarter perfs are given and 
all definite shades, near market 
values make a most useful publica- 
tion and of great assistance to all 
collectors of George 6th issues, and 
now stamps of Queen Elizabeth’s 
reign, 

Canada now leads any country for 
the highest price paid for a single 
stamp. A Toronto collector pur- 
chased some weeks ago the very rare 
Swedish stamp of 1855 for $36,000 
which is more than the rare British 
Guiana fetched a few years ago. 

Spensored by the Canadian Phila- 
telie Society and strongly supported 
by the Canadian Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation financially, Canada Stamp 
Week is being featured at Toronto 
November 8-14, an event of some 
magnitude and deserving the support 
of all philatelists. It should be well 
attended and a great success.

STAMP SALES HERE TO 
REACH RECORD HIGH 





An expected record high volume of 
Christmas mail will boost postage 
stamp sales at Vancouver post office 
to an alltime high of $6,500,000, Post- 
master James Turner predicts. 

Vanceuver’s growing population 
will account for an increase of about 
$400,000 in stamp sales from the ex- 
isting record of $6,172,492, set in 
1952, the postmaster said. 

It wil require 5000 workers to 
handle this Christmas mail. Perma- 
nent staff at the Vancouver post of- 
fice is 1077. 

For the first time sinee April 1, 
1932, the post office workers will be 
paid time and a half for overtime. 
The added pay starts after 48 hours 
during the week. 

Turner explained that the over- 
time rate became effective across 
Canada October 1.—Vancouver Sun.

Remember Little Norway and the 
air force boys in training here during 
the war? And how they built a mar- 
vellous resort centre all for them- 
selves in the most picturesque spot in 
the Algonquin Highlands? And they 
called it Vesle Skaugum after the 
royal residence back in Norway? 
And how the boys made such a hit 
with the Huntsville and Lake of Bay 
folk? 

I happened to drive through the 
distriet this week. Remembered how 


I covered the same ground with 
Crown Prince Olaf in mid-winter 
when he visited there. So I swung 


off on a wilderness road and soon 
found myself in the same beautiful 
setting between Long and Oxtongue 
lakes, amid buildings that haven't 
changed a bit—a pieture direct from 
Norway. But gone were the genial 
airmen. 

All kids now. Boys and girls with 
a familiar look. All from downtown 
Toronto. Having the time of their 
lives. And forming a living memor- 
jal to the airmen. Who planned it 
just that way. 

Now Camp Kiwanis 

It’s Camp Kiwanis now. Run by 
the Downtown Kiwanis of Toronto. 
Underprivileged city boys and girls 
go up there in shifts all summer, age 
six to 15. Stay two weeks under the 
best of care, complete with doctors, 
nurses and counsellors. The boys 
and girls have their own totems: 
Trinity, Police, Girls K, .Midtown, 
Gerrard, Summerhil. 

Still dominating the scene is a big 
stone memorial to the members of 
the Royal Nerwegian Air Force who 
trained in the district and who later 
played a big part in the liberation of 


swimming 


their native land and all Europe from 
the Nazi yoke. 
It says in granite: “As screams of 


the eagle linger in the air so shall 
their memories ring across the seas, 
a message of liberty to the hills of 
home." 

Every week the boys return from 
every corner of the world to recall 
good times gone by. They bring 
their wives and they tell the Kiwanis 
just how fitting it is that the camp 
should now be used to make happy 
young Canadians. 

Got 45-pound Trout 

"Resort promoters from  every- 
where fell all over themselves to try 
and buy the layout," said Howard 
Glaze, camp director. *But the Nor- 
wegians didn't want it to become a 
tourist resort. They offered it to the 
Boy Scouts and then they sold, it to 
us at a give away price. Each sum- 
mer we bring up five shifts for two 
weeks each—one for girls and four 
for boys. They are chosen from the 
most deserving cases in our down- 
town work. The kids couldn’t possi- 
bly have a bigger change. There’s 
no wilder or more picturesque spot 
in Ontario." 

There's archery, football, baseball, 
all the organized sports. 
The big attraction is the wilderness 
freedom. The kids are on their own 
a good deal of the time and organize 
their own activities. "There are little 
outpost camps in the real backwoods, 
hikes, woodcraft and wild animals. 
And fishing, too. 

“Fellow got a 45-pound lake trout 
out of Long Lake last week," said 
John Rankin, ecunsellor. Although I 
didn’t see the 45-pounder. But he 
pulled out a 15-inch bass himself se 
I guess maybe the trout wasn’t too 
grossly exaggerated. 

Reminiscing a Little 

I spent one of the happiest week- 
ends. of my life when Prince Olaf 
made his visit. And I remember how 
they all said Vesle Skaugum was in 
a beautiful setting just like home. 
And how they were sure they’d liber- 
ate their homeland with the help of 
the English speaking world. And 
how they wondered how they could 
leave a memento of their thanks be- 
hind them when the brighter days of 
the future dawned. At that time it 
took a little courage to be so sure 
about thing's.

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FOREIGN STAMPS 


As I mentioned in last month’s issue, I am devoting some space 
to my feelings on the lamentable lack of interest in anything outside 
of the British North American field on the part of even advanced 
collectors in Canada. I very much hope that anyone with any form 
of inquiry pertaining to this subject will write. 


AVAILABILITY. I use this heading to begin my dicussion as 
the average collector in this country who wishes to collect a foreign 


country is almost always at a loss on where to find material for his 
collection. In many of the large American and most large European 
cities exist many dealers with excellent stocks of all the world, both 
classic and modern. Unfortunately, this is indeed rare in Canada, 
in fact it does not exist in the sense I mean. In Canada the question 
depends on the type of collector who is interested in beginning a 
foreign specialized collection of one country. (By foreign I also 
mean classic British Colonials, in fact any non-B.N.A. field.) 


1.—A beginning collector who does not want to start on B.N.A. 
My advice would be to buy a basic collection of the country in ques- 
tion from a reputable dealer or auction firm. Probably a good New 
York or London auction firm would be the best source, and the 
cheapest way of initiating the collection. Afterwards the collection 
could be supplemented by buying from a selected few Canadian and 
foreign dealers. Depending on the collectors knowledge, it would 
possibly be best for him to have a reliable dealer buy the basic col- 
lection for him in auction. 


2.—A collector who is advanced in the BNA field but wishes to 
take up foreign. Here no problem exists. This collector will cer- 
tainly have done business with a number of dealers whose judgement 
he respects, and all that is necessary is that he ask them for their 
advice on the best method of beginning the country in question. Na- 
turally, it would be almost useless for the collector to make this in- 
quiry from a dealer handling almost exclusively B.N.A. 


Next month I will discuss the widely misunderstood question of 
the salability of foreign stamps, and how this can be accomplished to 
best advantage.

THE FIRST NEWFOUNDLAND- 
HALIFAX AIRMAIL FLIGHT 








By M. W. Cryderman 


On Nov. 27, 1921, Major F. S. Cot- 
ton took off from Botwood, New- 


foundland on an experimental flight 
to Halifax, N.S. Official notice had 
appeared Nov. 15. 

“Persons wishing to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to forward 
mail to Canada, the United States, 
Great Britain, or European countries 
‘by aeroplane, will be given the oppor- 
tunity to do so by mail which will be 
closed at the General P. O. Saturday 
evening, the 26th of November, at 
9 o’clock. The mail will be sent by ex- 
press from St. John’s to Botwood on 
or about Sunday the 27th and from 
Botwood to Halifax by aeroplane. The 
maximum amount of mail for this 
service will be 5000 1 oz. letters. A 
special stamp costing thirty five 
cents will be affixed to each letter 
on presentation at the General Post 
Office wicket after 9 a.m. on the 
16th inst. The Department of Posts 
and Telegraphs will not be responsi- 
ble in any particular for the non- 
delivery of this mail.” W. W. Half- 
yard, Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs. 

After a forced landing in the in- 
terior and a series of mishaps, the 
flight was abandoned and the mail 
returned to St. John's from where 
it was delivered to Halifax on Feb. 
4, 1922. No special cachet was used. 
The commonest seen is in the type- 
written “First Aerial Mail from 
Newfoundland to Canada" and the 
manuscript “Per Nfld-Halifax Air 
Post.” 

For the purpose of franking the 
mail carried on this flight the 35c 
Cabot Issue was overprinted AIR 
MAIL—to Halifax, N.S.—1921, in 
three lines, at the office of the Royal 
Gazette. One hundred and forty five 
sheets (14,000 stamps) were divided 
into sheets of 25 (5x5) for the over- 
printing. Varieties are many.

The committee feels that the big- 
gest single piece of publicity Canada 
could get for the games would be a 
single or set of Canadian stamps. 

Mr. Abbott, the Minister of Fin- 
ance, has, been approachehd on the 
subject and assured our committee 
that he will do what he can with the 
PMG to further the cause of a stamp. 

Several other members of Parlia- 
ment have been approached and all 
are sympathetic to the stamp idea. 

The General Manager of the BEG 
will be in Ottawa on Monday, Nov. 
16, 1953 and hopes to see the PMG 
and make formal request for a stamp. 
He is therefore most anxious that 
anyone who can do anything to make 
an appeal to any Member of Parlia- 
ment, or High Post Office Official, 
should do so. 

The Federal Government has en- 
dorsed the Games to the extent of 
$200,000 already granted the com- 
mittee. The publicity for Canada as 
host to the games will be tremend- 
ous. The opportunity to strengthen 
the “Ties of Empire" are limitless, 
and I trust that. you will feel as I do,

CATALOGUE 
Editor Gordon Harmer and his 


staff have made so many changes in 
listings and prices in the newly pub- 
lished Volume II of Scott's 1954 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue, 
which covers the issues of Europe, 
Africa and Asia, that it is hard to 
know where to begin in these review 
notes. 


The Italian States have all been 
extensively revised, repriced and par- 
tially renumbered by Edwin Muel- 
ler, one of the nation’s leading stamp 
experts. The 19th century issues of 
Spain have been similarly reworked 
and repriced (No. 40 jumps from 
$30 to $45 mint, and No. 42 from $30 
to $40 mint, for instance). 


The Luxembourg Intellectuals, a 
set of 15 semipostals which the 


Grand Duchy released in 1935, are 
listed and priced ($55.80 unused; 
$63.12 used) for the first time this 
year. Another set making its ini- 
tial appearance is Italy's 1922 issue 
of four overprints for the 9th Italian 
Philatelic Congress at Trieste, priced 
at $20 unused and $14 used. 

While price changes have been 
made in practically every country, a 
few concentrated areas may be cited. 
In Eritea, 317 prices have been alter- 
ed—mostly upward. No CBOl, un- 
used, jumps from $50 to $85. 

In French Equatorial Africa there 
have been many reductions in the 
Free French overprints of 1940-41. 
Many have been cut by one-third, 
some by one-half. For example, No. 
89 drops from $8 to $6.50 unused, and 
from $4 to $3 used. No. 123 falls 


from $30 to $15 either way. And 
some of the minor varieties have 
dropped even more abruptly: No. 


96a from $15 to $6; No. 100a from 
$18 to $8 and No. 103a from $18 to 
$6. 
On the other hand, substantial 
price increases are noted in the 
French occupation issues of Ger- 
many (Baden, Rhine Palatinate, 
Saar and Wurttemberg). Baden No. 
5N88 leaps from 30e unused and 25e 
used to $3.50 and $3; No. 5N39 from 
$1 unused to $3; No. 5N40 from $1 
and 75c to $4 and $2. Semipostals 
5NB1-4 go from $1.75 to $4.35. Nos. 
5N43-44, and the corresponding sets 
for Rhine Palatinate and Wurttem- 
berg, jump from 45c to $1.50. The 
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price of 6N37-38 has been doubled. 

In Czechoslovakia there are many 
price increases and various minor 
varieties have been added. And in 
Russia reductions will be noted up to 
19490. 

Abyssinia has moved to the ^E" 
section as “Ethiopia.” 

About 230 stamp numbers have 
been changed, and the complete list 
of these number changes will be 
printed in the November issue of 
Scott's Monthly Journal. Among the 
number changes, collectors of Ger- 
man issues will note that Nos. CB1-3, 
the air post commemoratives, have 
become Nos.  B252A-252C, which 
gives them their proper status of 
non-airmail commemoratives. 

A total of 10 major-number stamps 
have been  deleted—affecting six 
countries. These are as follows: 

Angola No. RAT (the 1.50a was 
used as a revenue). Elobey, Annobon 
& Corisco No. 36F (not regularly 
issued). Lebanon Nos. C29-32 (not 
regularly issued; in same class as 
Alaouites C13-16, which were deleted 
a year ago, and as a similar set of 
Syria which never was listed). Macao 
No. 58E (this 2a on 10r surcharge 
was applied secretly; the Governor 
of Macao prohibited its circulation 
and ordered any copies seized which 
might turn up). 

Netherlands No. 72 (too similar to 
No. 73 to warrant even a minor-num- 
ber listing). Spain No. X6 (a forgery 
of X5). Spain, Offices in Morocco, 
No. RA16 (same as RA13). 
Altogether 67 major-number stamps 
have been reduced to minor listings. 
This happens in nine countries: East- 
ern Silesia, Fernando Po, Japan, 
Jugoslavia, Lithuania, Roman States, 
Russia, Spain and two Sicilies. The 
reasons include consistency, souvenir 
sheets incorporated with their sets, 
mere shades of paper, etc. 


WATERMARKED U.S. STAMP 

Recently looked over about 40,000 
$1  Presidentials for watermarks. 
Found that mixtures of recent 
months show up with some. None at 
all in the old stocks. Also cancel- 
lations found include San Diego, San 
Francisco and St. Louis. More were 
printed than at first believed. We’re 
looking for more information. Water- 
marks are sidewise and many singles 
have watermarks showing in all four 
corners.—Alfred G. Boerger.

ERROR ON NEW U.S. STAMPS 





New York, Oct. 22.—A startling 
philatelic error has been reported in 
United States stamps, the first such 
error since 1895. The stamp is the 
current $1 presidential series and is 
watermarked. 

It was printed in 1952. The regu- 
lar stamp comes unwatermarked as 
do all recent U.S. postage stamps 
except the revenue type. The finder 
of the error, S. Kellogg Stryker of 
Oradell, N.J., has 401 mint copies of 
the stamp—the only ones known to 
exist at present. 

Fewer than 150 used copies have 
been found. 

STAMP COLLECTING 

I have been a Stamp Collector for 
about 60 years and even now scarcely 
a day passes that I do not pick up 
some stamps or have some given to 


me or some arrive in the mail. This 
means that loyal friends save for me 
any foreign or Canadian high value 
stamps that come to them. It means, 
too, that relatives in Great Britain 
save and send first day stamps and 
covers, as they occur, of G.B. and 
some colonies. A Dutch friend, in ex- 
change for current and older Cana- 
dians, has sent me similar Holland, 
Belgium, Austrian and other Europ- 
ean stamps, used of course. 

I exchange with South African and 
South American friends also. All this 
produces quantities of more or less 
common stamps but it is also surpri- 
sing what finds there are in some of 
my receivings and there is always 
the excitement of sorting them over. 

Accumulations of years ago can 
often be sold and enable one to pur- 
chase stamps otherwise not available. 
Living in the reigns of six different 
Kings and Queens of England I have 
been able to get without cost, all the 
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stamps of Gt. Britain except the £ 
values since 1893. My heart however 
loved the old line engraved stamps of 
Gt. Britain and as I could years ago 
buy the old Victorian penny reds at 
prices varying from one shilling a 
hundred to one shilling a thousand 
you can guess at the many varieties 
cf shade, cancel, perforation and let- 
tering, ete., etc., that grace my al- 
bum. Perhaps reading between the 
lines of this letter you can see what 
a wonderful time I have had stamp 
collecting. 

But I know collectors who can’t be 
bothered with all this. They just de- 
cide to collect Geo. VI or Queen Eliza- 
beth stamps or BNA or just one 
country, or their own Canada. Then 
they write to a stamp dealer asking 
him to send them the stamps of their 
favorite country as they are issued 
from the mint. Are these folks stamp 
collectors or just buyers of stamps? 
Do they have fun? Not like I have 
anyway.—W m. Stanhope.

1] U.R. of our eurrent "7c stamp. I 
noticed there were several hair lines 
in the margins which extended into 
the stamps. I believe this is an indi- 
cation that the plate is beginning to 
wear, so it may mean that a new 
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plate will be used in the near future. 

I see our Postal Authorities are 
getting ready for the Christmas card 
rush, as plates 3, 4 and 5 are now on 
our current 2c stamps. 

Re the Royal Visit stamps that are 
being released in the near future, It 
might be noted that these will be in 
use for one week only. Used copies 
should prove to be good, so don't sit 
back and wait until they eome your 
way or you might find you will be 
waiting a long time.

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THOSE HIDDEN VALUES 


This beef isn't from the philatelic 
angle but the plain utility point. 
The other evening we had 2 number 
of letters to stamp. We picked up a 
strip of stamps and stuck them on 
the letters. All done they didn't look 
just right. Close examination and 
they turned out to be ones instead of 
fours. Result, hunt up some threes 
and stick them on, too. Net result 
lost patience as well as time. Worse 
than that, had we mailed them, our 
correspondents would have been 
stuek six cents each to clear the let- 
ters.  Philatelists deplore the poor 
likeness of the Queen on the stamps. 
Us, we take a dim view of stamps 
produced with ineligible figures of 
value, or changing colours for each 
issue so that our accustom to a cer- 
tain colour for a one or a two cent 
stamp in a previous issue is con- 
founded with a switch to a different 
colour for a succeeding new issue.
